Will you please 
have the kindness to give me the facts as 
to prohibition in your city ? 
To-day I received in reply the annual 
reiKirt of the deputies apjioiutcd to en. 
force the liquor taw, dated December 31, 
1880, from which I extract the following 
iii relation to prohibition: 
“ Six years ago we had no difficulty in 
making seizures at any of the hotels or 
saloons.

Each sheet is examined and passed 
through Hie hands of ten other operatives 
for inspection. Every sheet is accounted 
for, spoiled ones being carefully watched 
while beiug again torii up aud made into 
pulp. 
Each employe is searched on 
leaving or euteriug the mill, The mill 
itself is carefully guarded by Govern­ 
ment employes, night and day. A detect­ 
ive, stationed at Pittsfield, constantly 
visits the mill at all times, day and night, 
when least expected. When shipments 
are made, the paper is placed in iron­ 
bound packages, sealed. A guard rides 
on the wagon, from Coltsville to Pittsfield 
Station, where it is delivered to the 
American Express Company, in a ear, un­ 
der Government inspection. A detective 
rides in the ear to Bridgei»ort, Connecti­ 
cut, where another Treasury officer take.-', 
charge of it, taking it to New York, where 
it is delivered to the tile Hub-Treasury, 
and from there sent to Washingtau to bo 
printed upon. No visitor is allo wed in 
tim mill under any circumstances, and 
every precaution possible is taken to pre­ 
vent even tho smallest piece from getting 
into tin' hands of outside parties.

has such a thing ever cccared. 
they 
are emphatic iii. the denial of the report 
that counterfeiters had tile distinctive 
paper used by the Government, or even a 
fair imitation of it.

A decrease every year over its prede­ 
cessor, except in 1879, but the year fol­ 
lowing the number falls off agaiu, and the 
present year so far comprising only nine 
months, only 906 arrests have been made, 
which in the same proportion for the 
year would amount to but 1208, which is 
certainly a very encouraging exhibit, 
considering the steady iucreaseof inhabi­ 
tants.” 
Now, from statistics, which I have in 
my possession, from other towns aud cit­ 
ies in the State of Maine, this is about 
the average report of the workings of 
the law in that State, and were it not 
from the fact that I often see reports 
similar to the one in Gazette referred to, 
I should let the matter pass, but if the 
fnemls of temperance, and the advocates 
of Christianity have gained any point in 
the past fifty years they should be enti­ 
tled to projier credit. 
The cause of 
crime is uot bora iii a day. and if crime, 
divorce, infinity aud suicide, are on tho 
increase iu Maine or elsewhere, there 
must be some other cause besides that of 
closing up the dram shops. 
It is a well 
established fact, which the report of 
every State prison very clearly shows, 
that more than fifty per cent of all com­ 
mitments are directly or indirectly the 
result of the excessive use of liquor. 
I will cite only one case in our own 
States of the municipal court of Milwau­ 
kee, from October 1st, 1878 to Och .ber 1st, 
1879, which shows that during that time 
there were 3,064 arrested for all crimes, 
and of their number 1,815 were arrested 
for drunkenness, drunk and disorderly, 
or 
over

these causes. It would be of no use to 
multiply these reports for iii many cities 
the average is eveu greater than 'iu Mil­ 
waukee. 
Now what does General Neal Dow say 
of these 130 saloons in the city of Port­ 
land. I quote his own words in the Port­ 
land Press of February 8th: “One hun­ 
dred aud thirty rum shops! What are 
they, low dirty dens in Center street. 
Gorham’s Corner, Clay Core, and Chris­ 
tian Shore. The whole stock in trade of 
each of them, will be perhaps a half-pint, 
or a pint bottle, in a coat pocket, or a 
pitcher or watering pot of beer, the rum- 
seller keeping a sharp lookout for the 
officers so os to tip them over before the 
officers can reach them. Sometimes it is 
a barrel of beer hidden under the floor of 
pig pen or under a manure heap, 
sometimes a 
tin 
can 
of 
whisky, 
m ilt into the plastering nuder the stairs. 
Sometimes small fiat bottles of rum hid­ 
den iu the ash-pit under the oven of the 
cooking stove, aud eveu suspended in 
fiat bottles beneath the outer skirts of 
a woman’s dress, aud many other such 
contrivances to elude the officers of the 
UBT# 
All laws are in some sense inoperative, 
aud all laws however much they aim to 
iromote the public welfare are sought to 
ie evaded by the cupidity and avarice of 
selfish men, aud tile interpeter of laws as 
well as those appointed to enforce them 
are uot always tho I lest guardian #f a 
nation’s virtue. But is this auy reason 
why the conservators of pnblic welfare 
shall cease their efforts to destroy one of 
the causes which promote crime aud 
wrong doiug.. The friends of temperance 
reform wish to look at this matter fairly 
and squarely in tile light of reason, with 
all the facts which can lie produced eith­ 
er by friends or foes; and if we are hind­ 
ering tile cause of humauity as Dr Crosby 
would lead us to suppose, then let us 
change our tactics.

Considerable comment having been 
made relative to the fibre paper being 
found in tile possession of the foiger 
Brockway and his gang, the officers in 
charge of the mill where the bank-note 
paper has been made for over a year past, 
were interviewed lately. 
The mill is located at Coltsville, in the 
east part of tile town of Pittsfield, near 
the Dalton line, and tile paper is manu­ 
factured 
under 
a contract with the 
Messrs. Crane, Bond-paper makers for 
several years. Officers representing the 
Government and Treasury Department, 
located at Coltsville, say that the paper 
captured is not eveu an imitation, or at 
least a poor one of the distinctive paper 
used ten years ago.

The total number of vagrants reported 
from all parts of the State is 1561 of 
which Rock county has more than one 
in six. 
The large numbers reported in Keno­ 
sha and Racine counties is accounted for 
by the Board of Charities aud Reform by 
saying, “In these counties the vagrants are 
mostly uot regular tramps, but sailors out 
of work in the winter, who wauder back 
aud forth along the lake.” 
It is a fact well worthy of note that 
whereas Dane county in 1878 committed 
197 vagrants aud convicted 166, it com­ 
mitted aud convicted ouly four iii 188C* 
This wonderful decrease is said to bo due 
to the fact that the vagrants have to 
break stone iu a yard back of the jail. 
This yard pays for itself every year by 
lightening away tramps, aud tints reduc- 
iug the county expenses,” so says the re­ 
port of the Board.

The work of opening up the railroads 
ii tedious and costly, as it i3 largely hand­ 
work. 
Snow-plows can do but little in 
many places, as there is so much ice lying 
upon the rails, that there is constantly 
the danger of a snow-plow jumping the 
track. This ice bas to be broken and 
dug out, piece by piece, and some of this 
work, which was done yesterday, had to 
be 
done 
all over agam to-day, as 
the 
water 
run 
in 
again, 
and 
last night froze up solidly. It has l>een, 
and still is, one of the most trying times 
ever known in railroading in this part of 
the country. 
On the Milwaukee Sc S t Paul lines 
there has been a general suspension, and 
hardly anything on wheels, except a few 
snow-plows, is moving. On the main 
hue the worst part of the road is between 
Edgerton and Stoughton, and it seems 
almost impossible to clear it out By 
this it seems that the most furious part 
ef the storm covered a swarth of about 
fifty 
miles 
in 
its 
sweep. 
The trains are all suspended on this main 
line, as also on the Monroe and Beloit 
branches. Conductor Wood started out 
to see if he could not force a passage to 
Milton, but even that had to be given np 
A fair sample of tho condition of the track 
is to be seen just buck of the round 
house, where thoro is six or eight inches 
of solid ice above the rails, and the track 
had to lie almost quarried out. 
Even at 
the depot the track hod to be all dug out 
again this morning before an engine 
could stir, the water having frozen all 
along so snugly. 
The Chicago & Northwestern road is 
not iu quite as bad a condition. The 
engines which have been at work be­ 
tween here and Clinton have succeeded 
in getting the road open aud Conductor 
Rich started this morning 
about IO 
o’clock for Chicago. He reached Sharon 
and received orders to wait there, and 
there he was at 1:30 o’clock this after­ 
noon. At the same hour the traiu from 
Chicago was waiting at Harvard, while 
snow-plows aud shovellers were busy 
clearing out tile the track between Sharon 
and Harvard. As soon as that is done, 
the trains will push right along, and 
Janesville folk nill have doubtless a 
mail from Chicago before the day d o l­ 
es. 
The Northwestern road north of here 
seems to have been opened pretty fairly. 
Two engines came through from Oshkosh 
about 4 o’clock this morning, and tho 
accommodation train reached here short” 
ly before 7 o’clock but brought no mail. 
The train due here at 2:30 o’clock this 
aft ♦•moon, was about I o’clock at Ches­ 
ter, ami will probably reich here about 
two hours or so behind time. 
On the branch to Afton there has linen 
diligent w« rk all day, aud the engine 
bad at noon l>een able to get within a 
mile and a half of that place. There it 
met about 500 feet of water and ice, sev­ 
eral feet deep. The ice had to lie bro­ 
ken up witli sledges, and drains made for 
the water to run off. and it was hoped 
that by sundown the road would be in 
shape for travel.
